He expired 
at his residence in Shelby abouté 
o’clock on yesterday morning in the 
midstof his sorrowing family and 
friends. His death was not sudden. 
He had been ill ever since his return 
from Lincoln Court, week before last 
and on Monday he told those around 
his bed sidethat he knew the time 
had come forhim to die. Aftera 
period of unconsciousness during 
Monday night he revived about 2 
o’clock yesterday morning, and talk- 
ed rationally for several moments. 
Then relapsing into his former dor- 
mant state,so contiaued until he 
breathed his 

It is hardly worth while for us to 
speak of the character and public ser- 
vices of one so well known in North 
Carolina as Piato Durham. He first 
came prominently before the public 
as amember of the Constitutional 
Convention ef 1868, and has been 
more or less in public life ever since. 
He was a member of the Legislature 
of ’68-’9 ; in ’70 he was elected to Con- 
gress over Jones, of Buncomve, but 
the certificate of election was fraudu - 
lently (as was afterwards ascertained 
awarded to his competitor, and he 
did not get his seat. His efforts in 
behalfof poor men who were being 
punished by the government for their 
congection with the Ku Klux Klan, 
are too well known for it to be neces- 
sary for us to dwell upon them. In 
1874 he was again a candidate for 
Congress, aud was defeated ny Gen. 
Vance, of Buncombe. His lust pub- 
lic trust Was a8 a member of Lhe Con- 
vention which bas just adjourned, to 
which he was elected by an almost 
unanimous vote of his county. 

It was in the Convention of ’68 that 
Captain Durham made the principal 
part of his reputation, and it was here 
that his real manhood developed it- 
self. Almost single-handed, he stood 
upon the floor of that Convention 
and, while the mouths of less cou- 
rageous Men were stopped with fear, 
ne battled in the cause of the people 
and cowititutional government, ex- 
posi 1g the schemes of the opposition 
und winning the applause of ail the 


good people of the State. 
Captain Durham’s personal popu- 
larity was very great, It is a fact 


which speaks well for him, that 
in the county where he was raised 
and is best known, po man has 
ever lived who possessed to such 
an extent the admiration and 
confidence of the masses. He was 
& sympathetic, generous, warm- 
hearted man, with an ear ever open 
to theery of distress, and, in every 
sense of the word, a humanitarian. 
In his native town and county, bis 
death is generally mourned and wiil 
be generally felt. 

Capt. Durham had his faults, but 
few men had more good qualities. 
Whatever his foibles were, these will 
be forgotten at the open grave, for in 
the presence of the Great Leveler. all 
petty spites stand abushed. He was 
aman to whom the poems of North 
Carolina owe many a de 
tude, andifweare not mistaken in 
them, they will forge: all miuor pre- 
judices, and unite in mourning one 
who, in times past, bas done them 
such good service.
